After considerable deliberation the Galician 
tied up his horses and started in but when 
the water got as high as his knees, turned 
back and left the child to drown. On see- 
ing this the elder boy, who had clung to the 
boat meanwhile, struck out to his compan- 
ions assistance and reached him just as he 
was sinking thoroughly ehxausted. The 
water was not more than five feet deep and 
the bigger boy succeeded in getting his com- 
panion ashore when the child fell over in- 
sensible. He was afterwardt taken home 
and has now recovered.

SESSION NOTES. 
- Orrawa, May 4, ’99. 


The feature of yesterday's proceed- 
ings was the debate on a resolution 
by Rutherford, liberal, of Macdonald, 
Man., declaring for a railway com- 
mission. All the speakers agreed as 
to the necessity of controlling the 
railway charges in the interests of the 


people. 

Robertson, independent conserva- 
tive, East Toronto, did not favor a 
commission at present. A commission 
without a government behind them to 
support their positions and enforce 
their decisions would he like a boiler 
without steam ; and might be used to 
protect the railways against the 
people. He chargei the present gov- 
ernment with being controlled by the 
C. P. R. as was the late government. 

McMillan, liberal, of Huron, con- 
sidered a commission necessary and 
practicable. He gave figures showing 
the discrim?nation against Canadian 
as compared with United States 
traffic :

He also read a comparison of rates 
on coal oil recently enforeed in favor 
of the Standard Oil Uo., against their 
competitors, showing a discrimination 
of 10c to 15c per 100 pounds.

Richardson, liberal, Lisgar, Man., 
dealt with the necessity of arriving at 
a knowledge of the actual rights of 
capital invested in railways before the 
question of rates could be intelligently 
handled by a commission. A com- 
mission would at first be chiefly useful 
for the purposes of such an enquiry. 
Should bonuses granted, inflated stock 
and excessive bond issues be treated 
as capital expended? The C. P. R. 
had cost $91.000,000 according to the 
official statement of the company. 
The company had received in com- 
pleted road $35,000,000, in cash 
$25,000,000, in sales of lands $17,- 
000,000, and in land still on hand at 
the same price $51,000,000 or $128,- 
000,000 in cash and land. He want- 
ed to know if this $128,000,000 was 
to be considered as capital invested 
by the company on which they were 
entitled to earn dividends. The com- 
pany had issued stock to the amount 
of $65,000,000: This was paid at an 
average of 25 per cent. They paid 
themselves 6 per cent yearly dividends 
on the par value of the stock or 24 


per cent per year on the amount 
actually paid,

The C. P. R. also owns the “Soo” 
line to St. Paul, towards the con- 
struction of which they did not receive 
a cent ofaid. The following is a 
comparison of the freight rates given 
Canadian and United States traffic 
over their lines in the two countries 
respectively :

The Manitoba Northwestern rail- 
way cost $3,000,000.

Calgary & edodiitoa railway is 
alleged to have cost $3,717,882. 
Bonded for $5,500,000. 

The Rainy River railway was ask- 
ing and would probably be granted 
bonuses of $14,400 a mile. It was 
useless to hope for effective competi- 
tion over this railway under existing 
circumstances. It was a necessity 
for the development of Canada that 
this road should be absolutely con- 
trolled in the public interest; if not 
otherwise, then by government owner- 
ship. The time had come when the 
country should cease building railways 
and presenting them to private in- 
dividuals. The time bad come when 
the government should own the rail- 
ways for which the country pays. 


The debate was not concluded. 


In the railway committee _ this 
morning the question of protecting 
the interests Of the town of Grand 
Forks, B. C., was brought up by Mr. 
Bostock in connection with an appli- 
cation of the C. P. R. for extra bond- 
ing privileges in respect of the Co- 
lumbia & Western railway now build- 
ing in the Kettle river country. The 
railway was side tracking the town 
which had about 1,200 people, for 
speculative reasons. Hon. Mr. Blair 
promised legislation that would pro- 
tect the interests of the town as far 
as pessible. 

Mr. Oliver asked : 

1. Has the government received 
any requests or petitions asking that 
script be granted members of the 
Northwest mounted police force who 
were under fire in 1885; thereby to 
remove the invidious distinction made 
by the late government in granting 
scrip to all volunteers who served in 
the west in 1885, but refusing it even 
to members of the police force who 
tooc part in the engagements that 
year ? 

2. If so, what is the decision of the 
government in regard to the request 
for scrip ? 

The minister of the interior, (Mr. 
Sifton), replied : 


1. Numerous representations have 
been made to the government since 
1885, urging that scrip be granted to 
members of the Northwest mounted 
police who were under fire during the 
rebellion. On the 30th June, 1894, 
an order in council was passed to the 
effect that when the subject of re- 
wards for services during the rebellion 
was under the consideration of the 
government, a distinction was made 
between the mounted police, whose 
ordinary duties of maintaining law 
and order within the limits of the 
disturbed districts, and the militia, 
who were called upon to leave their 
homes and occupations at great 
personal inconvenience, resulting in 
many cases in serious embarrassment 
to themselves and their families. The 
same order in council stated that 
under the circumstances the govern- 
ment would not feel justified in re- 
commending the issue of scrip to the 
mounted police. 

2. The government has not arrived 
at any conclusion upon the matter. 

Orrawa, May 6, 99. 

On Thursday, Hon. G. E. Foster, 
ex-finance minister, made his criticism 
of the budget speech. His line of 
argument was to show that the gov- 


ernment party, contrary to their 
promises when in opposition, had in- 
creased the expenditures, increased 


the debt and increased the annual 
taxation; that their tariff had resulted 
in an inerease of trade with the States 
and a decrease of trade with Britain ; 
that the preference to West India 
sugar had not resulted in any in- 
crease of trade to or from the West 
Indies, but had been the means of in- 
creasing the sugar tax by 500,000 in a 
year; and that the protective policy on 
behalf of manufacturers had been 
continued. He denied that the policy 
of the government had anything to do 
with the present prosperity of the 
country, which was due to the in- 
crease of products and values of the 
farm and mine. On the tariff he 
said: “The tariff question is settled 
in favor of protection; and _ hon. 
gentlemen on this side of the house 
will stand shoulder to shoulder with 
hon. gentlemen on the ‘other side to 
keep the line of protection intact, to 
make that line still stronger where 
to-day it is not so strong as it ought 
to be for the benefit of the industries 
of Canada.” He congratulated the 
government on their expressions of 
loyalty to Canadian interests, and 
hoped they would stay in power just 
long enough to make them thorough 
Canadians. 


In the first year of the administra- 
tion of the present government the 
total expenditure was $42,900,000. 
During the current year it would 
reach $50,680,000, an increase of 
nearly $9,000,000 in three years. 
The finance minister had made a 
favorable showing on the per head 
expenditure by not taking in the cur- 
rent year. The expenditure per head 
this year on consolidated fund account 
would be $8, against $7.39 in 1897. 
fhe total expenditure per head was 
$8.48 in 1895, and this year it would 
be $9.84. 

The large increases in the public 
debt under the late government were 
chiefly due to payments on account of 
the C. P.R. From 1890 to 1896, the 
late government had increasd the debt 
$2,652,000 a year against $3,000,000

On Friday the debate was continued 
by Sir Charles Tupper, in an acrimon- 
ious address in his most approved 
style. Most “interesting from an 
historical and oratorical point of view, 
but not bearing to any great extent 
on the fiscal policy of the country, 
except that he declared his willingness 
to support the government in its

@most debatable question before the 
thouse is taken to indicate a willing- 
- ness not to further needlessly lengthen 
the session. 
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HALF-BREED SCKIP. 

A highly important announcement 
is made by the Dominion goverament 
who have expressed their intention of 
giving scrip to all half-breeds born 
between July 15th, 1870 and 1885. 

An Ottawa despatch says that an 
order-in-council has been issued ap- 
pointing Major James Walker, Cal- 
gary, and Mr. J. A. Cote, of the 
department of the interior, commis- 
aicners to deal with the half-breeds of 
the district of Athabasca and the 
adjoining country. Tke government 
thas decided that the Indian and half- 
breed rights should, in the public 
interest, be extinguished at the same 
ime, so as to preclude the possibility 
lof such complications as have occurred 
n the past in dealing with the half- 
breeds of the Territories. 

It will be remembered that when 
the half-breed commission was issued 
n 1885, it only empowered the com- 
missioners to issue scrip to those born 
prior to July 15, 1870, the date of 
he transfer from the Hudson’s Bay 
ompany. The half-breeds demurred 
o. this, and have again and again 
pressed the claim that the half-breeds 
born between July 15, 1870, and 1885 
should receive the same treatment as 
those born prior to 1870, and the Ter- 
ritorial legislature has, on more than 
one occasion, adopted and forwarded 
to the government at Ottawa reso- 
| lutions in support of this claim. 

The basis of the claim is that while 
the Indian and half-breed rights dif- 
fer in degree they are co-existent and 
should be extinguished concurrently, 
and if the governmtnt failed to so 
extinguish the half-breeds rights when 
any territory was ceded by the In- 
dians they should. be held to exist 
until such time as the government 
took action for their extinguishment. 

The government has considered this 
claim in connection with the policy 
to be adopted respecting the half- 
breeds of the Athabasca district, and 
has concluded that the claim is well 
founded. The half-breed commission- 
ers now appointed have, therefore, 
been empowered to deal with any half- 


breeds‘of the Northwest Territories, 
born between July 15th, 1870, and 
1885, who may present their claims. 
The half-breed commissioners are to 
leave Edmonton for the north with 
the Indian treaty commissioners. 


SASKATCHEWAN GOLD DREDGING. 

It_is gratifying to the people of 
Edmonton to have so much space 
devoted to their section of the coun- 
try in so important and authoritive a 
publication as the ‘Summary Report 
of the Geological Survey for 1898.” 
For the benefit of our readers who 
have not access to the report the ex- 
tracts which follow are published. 
The matters of closest interest to us 
are those on gold on the North Sase- 
katchewan ; experimental borings for 
petroleum in Northern Alberta; and 
McEvoy’s report on his exploration 
from Edmonton through the Yellow? 
head pass to the Fraser and Canoe 
rivers. Below is a synopsis of the 
report on “Gold on the North Sas- 
katchewan.” In 1897, our townsman 
Mr. Cowie, published a pamphlet 
entitled ‘Edmonton Placer Gold 
Mining,” in which the history of the 
industry from 1858 down to 1897 was 
given. Those who have read Mr. 
Cowie’s pamphlet will be pleased to 
see that Dr. Dawson, wiiting two 
years after, confirms the accuracy of 
the facts and opinions expressed by 
him regarding the matters touched on 
by both. Dr. Dawson’s conclusions 
will be of great assistauce to those 
who are seeking capital for the intro- 
duction of New Zealand gold dredging 
and saving machinery on the Sas- 
katchewan. 

During his visit to Edmonton in 
1898 the director took the opportunity 
of adding to the information given 
in several previous reports of the 
geological survey, ‘recent systematic 
efforts to establish dredges for gold 


|mining on the North Saskatchewan, 


together with certain late additions 
to our knowledge of the problem in- 
volved,” calling for further notice of the 
sabject. “Gold in minute scales and 
particles occurs on almost all rivers 
running eastward from the Rocky 
Mountains wherever they have been 
prospected. To the south of the 
Peace river, this gold, in any work- 
able quantity, seems invariably to 
characterize a portion of the length of 
each of the rivers, giving out to the 
westward before the base of the 
Rocky Mountains is reached, and to 
the eastward along a less well defined 
dine. In the Peace river and the 
Liard, rising west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, a considerable portion of the 
gold comes from these upper tribut- 
aries. The gold found in the North 
Saskatchewan and other rivers of the 
Northwest, has come partially from 
several sources, but it has been chiefly 
derived from the crystalline rock of 
the Laurentian axis or plateau to the 
eastward or northward from which it 
has been transported by the drift of 
the great plains. The gradual ces- 
sation of payable bars along the 
rivers to the eastward results chiefly 
from the diminished slope of the 
country, and consequently reduced 
erosive and sorting powers of the 
existing rivers.” The report goes on 
to describe the hand and very rude 
mechanical appliances for lifting small 
quantities of gravel from the sub- 
merged bars and bed of the river in 
use up to the present tinie. ‘‘All the 
dredges are dipper dredges of varying 
construction.” But, at the time of 
the director’s visit to Edmonton, there 
was approaching completion the large 
dredge of the Saskatchewan Gold & 
Platinum Proprietary (Ltd.) under the 
management of Mr. A. E. Hogue. It 
is in every way a great advance upon 
any dredge heretofore placed upon the 
river. It is provided with an endless 
chain of buckets capable of digging 
3,100 cubic yards of gravel in twenty- 
four hours. It is intended to raise the 
gravel 25 feet above the deck, where, 
after the removal of the larger stones 
by a grizziey, it will be screened in 
revolving drums and the finer residue 
treated by  blanket-covered Frue 
vanners placed on the after part of the 
deck. 

“The chief progress in river dredg- 
ing for gold in late years has been 
accomplished in New Zealand, where 
work of this kind has been carried 
out extensively, improved methods 
devised and an important industry 
established.” Spoon dredges worked 
by hand were first tried, then sand 
pumps which as elsewhere proved un- 
satisfactory and finally steam bucket 
dredges superseded all others. The 
tendency is now to build these of 
increasing size and capacity. By per- 
fected appliances for saving fine gold 
particles as minute as one-thousandth 
part of a grain in-weight are success- 
fully collected, and ground yielding as 
low as 1.35 (5 cents) grains per 
cubic yard is worked at a profit. 

There appears to be no reason to 
doubt that satisfactory results com- 
parab!> to those achieved in a number 
of cases in New Zealand, may be 
obtained on several rivers in the 
Northwest, and more particularly on 
the North Saskatchewan. The approxi- 
mate yield of gold from the North 
Saskatchewan obtained by hand work 
is atated to be $222,946 from 1887 to 


1897.

PLACER MINING. 


Regarding Swift Current placer gold 
mining aud the reports of prospectors 
from there as to the absence of gold 
between rim and bed rock, old miners 
and prospectors tell us ‘that this is a 
good rather than a_ bad indication. 
The gold at rim rock would be unable 
to work downward, but that below, 
being coarse, and therefore heavy, 
would in the natural action which took 
place at the time the deposit was made, 
sink until its further downward pro- 
gress was arrested by the bed rock. 
That the ground between should be 
almost barren is, therefore, quite 
natural and usual; and is no indication 
that the deposit at bed rock is not 
rich. The coarser and heavier the 
gold the greater would be its natural 
tendency to sink, consequently its 
absence above would be an indication 
of its richness beneath, provided, of 
course, that the surface indications 
were sufficient to justify the belief that 
there is gold at all. At the Columbia 
river prospects the surface pannings 
were rich, justifying the belief that 
there was gold in paying quantities 
there. Experienced miners prospect- 
ing for coarse gold would not sink a 
shaft unless the surface showed coarse 
gold, but, having found the indications 
good would sink to bed rock without 
regard to the scarcity ofcolors between. 
Bed rock not having been reached on 
the Columbia claims it would be 
premature to pronounce the prospects 
valueless.
